Eight-tenths of the money 
which came from America for the sup- 
port of the Irish cause, he declared, 
came from Irish workingmen and 
women. 

Davitt continuing, said that House- 
ton, Secretary of the Loyal and 
Patriotic League, and bis accomplices, 
knew the letters alleged to have been 
written by Parnell, which were printed 
in the London J7imes, were forgeries 
before Piggott took the witness stand, 
and it had come to his (Davitt’s) 
knowledge that Piggott had confessed 
that fact prior to his testifying for the 
Times. On being interrupted by 
Chief Justice Hannen, who said the 
Commission would not accept state- 
ments without evidence, Davitt replied 
that the allegations would be again 
made and proven later on.

Steamer snapecter’ s Keport. 
By Associated Press. | 


Wasutneton, Oct. 25.—Inspector- 
General Dumont, of the Steamboat 
Inspection service, in his report to the 
Secretary of the Interior of the opera- 
tions of the service during the fiscal 
year which ended June last, shows 
that 6,725 steamers were inspected, 
the net tonnage of which was 1,315,436. 
Compared with the previous year it 
shows an increase of 300 vessels, 80,- 
301 net tonnage and 2,081 in the num- 
ber of officers licensed. 

Foreign steam vessels inspected were 
267. The total number of accidents 
during the year resulting in tke loss of 
life was 32, with a total death of 301 
persons, or 81 more than last year. 
During fifteen years, beginning in 1875 
and ending with the present year, the 
number of steam vessels in the United 
States increased from 3,885 to 6,725, 
a gain of 73 per cent.

A Herrible Recital.

Bactimore, Oct. 25.—Carl Graves, 
fireman, and Ludwig Loder, seaman,

On the sixteenth day, 
William Davis, seaman, caught me by 
the throat and made a slash at my 
head with a knife. He cut me on the 
right cheek, the scar from which still 
remains, as you see.

When Davis began to & ey some of 
my companions caught him, but others 
shouted, ‘Kill hien, kill him; we want 
something to eat, we are starving.’ 

*‘Tt seems Plagge, Davis and others 
in one end of the boat had decided 
that I should die, as, | suppose, being 
pretty fat, 1 looked inviting. Plagge 
was placed on watch that night, but 
he was missing the next morning. 
No one saw him go overboard. 

“On the seventeenth day William 
Robinson lay down to sleep, and, when 
they tried to kill him, they found him 
dead. They were determined to eat 
him, and William Wright, the cook, 
was ordered to carve the body. The 
first thing done was to smash in Rob- 
inson’s skull, and from the fracture 
each one sucked blood as long as it 
lasted, which was but ashort while. 
Then the cook stripped the flesh from 
the body; this flesh was cut in strips 
and placed on top of the water-tight 
compartment and dried in the sun.
